1899, the year after the culmina- 
tion of the Nile campaign, the re- 
venue for the whole of the Soudan 
was estimated at only $40,000, which 
showed a state of destitution for ua 
country nearly as large as Europe 
When this was compared with the 
present revenue of over $5,000,000 
the progress made was apparent 
Municipal steam tramways were run- 
ning in Khartoum from the central 
to outside districts. It was antici- 
pated that the city would ultimately 
extend to the west and to the south, 
and, as this was Government land. 
it seemed assured that the extensions 
would be made in accordance with 
the existing system of planning.

There has been exhibited before the 
Royal Society of London a form of 
microscope, the invention of : Prof. 
Gordon, be means of which enormous 
magnification ‘of an object caf, it is 
stated, be attained without the blem- 
ishes due to optical causee that tor- 
merly marred such images, says: Har- 

per’s Weekly. : 

We may suppose that the enlarged 
image of an object is received from a 
microscope lens upon a ground-glass 
focusing screen, and that then anoth- 
ed microscope is employed still further 
to enlarge the image so formed. | Thia 
is, of course, quite feasible, but the 
grain of the glass would be magnified 
together with the image and would 
vitiate the result. Prof. Gordon uses 
a translucent screen of the finest pos- 
sible texture, and he causes it to be 
kept in continual motion while the 
object is being viewed or photograph- 
ed. By this means the grain of the 
screen is eliminated and the greatly 
magnified image of the object alone 
seen. Specimens magnified to the 'ex- 
tent of ten thousand diameters were 
shown as proof of the efficacy of the 
method adopted.
